Election / Restriction

Claims 42-47, drawn to method & apparatus for detecting a presence of a 
wildfire which having selecting / set up a detection wavelength & 
detection arrangement positioned, classified in class 169, subclasses 16, 60 
& 68 and classified in class 340, subclasses 577-578 & 600.
